mention of

Judge Frank Carleton, from whom I 
she was separated. One of the let­ 
ters I rom her husband, officers said, 
mentioned that he was sending her 
a sum of money.

Carleton came to

home late Thursday night and re­ 
mained 
until 
early 
Friday morn­ 
ing, talking to the Rev. and Mrs. 
Christler. 
When she 
started 
to 
leave 
the 
clergyman 
accompanied 
her towards the exit, 
the widow 
said, and had just shut a door be­ 
tween the small hall and the room 
where Mrs. Christler was left when 
the two shots rang out. She open­ 
ed the door and found the bodies, 
that of Mrs. Carleton falling across 
the minister’s body. 
All Well Known. 
All the principals in the tragedy 
were well known.. The Rev. Christ­ 
ler was 46 years old and had held 
pastorates in New York and New 
Jersey. He came 
to 
Montana 
in 
1907 as a missionary of the Milk 
River Valley 
and 
had 
developed 
his field into one of the largest 
missionary territories in the United 
States. 
Mrs. 
Christler is the daughter 
of the late David Wadsworth, Au­ 
burn, New York, manufacturer; and 
is the niece of United States Sen­ 
ator J. G. Wadsworth of New York. 
The Rev. and Mrs. Christler were 
married in 1914.

In the face of such insurrection­ 
ary attempts it is the duty of the 
retiring government by all means 
at w hatever cost to mainain law and 
order, <and this duty it will carry 
out to the fullest extent in order 
to safeguard citizens and the free 
constitutional institutions. 
“It is the government’s expectation 
that the citizens will remain calm 
and have confidence in the measures 
taken for their safety. 
“Long live Italy!*’ 
“Long live the king!” 
Reports received by the cabinet 
council from a number of points in 
central tialy shows that the Fascesta 
are extending their movement with 
a view of exerting pressure for the 
formation of a new fascesta cabinet.

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WANTED, A GOAT. 
The Dry Goods Economist in a recent editorial calls 
attention to the speeches of high tariff politicians who 
are assuring the people that the tariff will not raise 
prices of commodities; that if they are raised it will be 
due to the greed of the retailers. At the same time every 
retailer is receiving notices from the markets of ad­ 
vances all along the line. 
Naturally, as the Economist points out, this puts the 
retailer in a bad way. If his goods cost more, it follows 
that he must raise his prices correspondingly. All this 
time the manufacturer for whose benefit the tariff act 
was framed, sits back and rakes in the extra dollars out 
of reach of the consumer who pays the increased price. 
It is all piffle to say that this tariff will not raise! 
prices. That is the object of a tariff, if we have any con-; 
ception of the question. The manufacturers demand pro- j 
tection for their “infant industries” against the “awful! 
menace” of foreign competition and they have always! 
managed to get it when the Republicans ruled the nation.

“The climbing roses and most of 
the flowering varieties may be start­ 
ed from cuttings,” says F. M. Rolfs, 
professor of horticulture at Okla­ 
homa A. and M. College. “Select 
well ripened roots of the past sea­ 
son’s growth in the fall just be­ 
fore freezing weather sets in. Cut 
pieces from these shoots from five 
to six inches long with the upper 
cut just above the bud. Place the 
cuttings in bundles. Tie with string 
which does not rot easily, bury them 
in a box of moist sand top end 
down, and place the box in the 
cellar.

stewed pumpkin that has been well 
mashed and drained very dry. Put

Pumpkin 
Indian Pudding— Take^ 
I 1-2 pts. cold stewed pumpkin and 
mix into it I 1-2 pts. Indian meal, 
adding I tbsp. ground ginger. Boil 
I qt. milk and stir into it I pt. 
molasses. Then add to it gradually 
the mixture of pumpkin and corn 
meal and stir the whole very hard. 
It will be much improved by add­ 
ing the grated yellow rind of a 
large* orange or lemon. Have ready 
a pot of boiling water. Dip your 
pudding cloth in it, shake it out, 
spread out the cloth in a broad 
pan, dredge it with flour, pour the 
mixture into it and tie it fast, leav­ 
ing about 1-3 of the space for the 
pudding to swell. Boil 3 or 4 hours 
turning it several times while boil­ 
ing.
